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Report of the Selectmen and Town Manager 


To the Citizens of West Rut land t 

Basements are dry 1 For the first time in many years many res- 
idents of the "downtown" area of West Rutland are reporting 
that their basements are no longer flooded. At long last the 
Upper Castleton River Urban Lateral Project {Castleton River 
Drainage Project) was completed during the summer of 1987, 

More than 8,000 feet of channel was realigned and dredged from 
Gilmore Street to Whipple Hollow Road, Sections in the vicinity 
of Marble Street and the Colonial Apartments were lined with 
steel sheet piling and stone filled gabions. New bridges were 
built on Marble and Barnes Streets, The entire length of the 
project is now much cleaner and aesthetically pleasing. The 
bottom of the channel was lowered nearly four feet resulting 
in a lowering of the water table and drying of cellars. Some 
landscaping work remains to be done and will be done during the 
spring of 1988, The town is grateful to the State of Vermont 
and the United States Department of Agriculture Soil Conservation 
Service for providing the funding necessary to complete the 
project. When all the bills are paid, nearly $1.2 million will 
have been invested. Our thanks go also to Vermont's Congressional 
delegation for important support in assuring that funding remained 
available through the long years of planning and permitting for 
the project. Another important benefit of the new drainage is 
an increase in reserve capacity at the Town's Wastewater Treatment 
Plant* Having reserve capacity will enable the town to encourage 
development and expansion of the tax base and will delay for 
several years, the necessity of costly plant expansion. Last, but 
certainly not least is a note of thanks to the people and bus- 
inesses of West Rutland who patiently endured a number of 
traffic reroutings and water outages during the summer. We think 
that you will agree that the end result is worth the inconveniences, 

ROADS 


Many of our scheduled road improvement projects for the summer 
of 1987 were delayed because of two unusual rainstorms within 
three weeks that dropped 3-4 inches each time. Flooding resulted 
with major damage on Clark Hill. Restoration of Clark Hill Road 
was both costly and time consuming. New base and surface materials 
were required as well as the replacement of most of the culverts 
on the road. The State of Vermont assisted financially in the 
reconstruction but the project was a drain on both the budget 
and the time of the road crew.

Ccont inued ) 


In late spring we were notified that both the Old Boardman Hill 
Bridge and the Whipple Hollow Bridge were seriously deficient 
and had to be posted at 6,000 pounds. The Boardman Hill Bridge 
was already on the state's bridge program but not scheduled for 
construction until 1968, At the request of the town, the 
schedule was advanced to allow construction of the temporary bridge 
before winter. Construction of the new permanent bridge will 
begin in the spring of 1986, Of the total cost of $325,000* 
the town will pay 4£ or $13,000, The Whipple Hollow Bridge was 
rehabilitated with the assistance of the State Highway Department. 
New concrete abutments were installed, I-Beams were sandblasted 
and painted and reinforced where necessary. A pressure treated 
lumber deck was installed. The total cost of this project was 
approximately $6,200, The bridge has been submitted for inclusion 
on the state's bridge program. We hope that the 1987 repairs will 
be sufficient until a new bridge can be built. Your approval 
of a special article providing $70,000 for repaving has produced 
visible results on many streets in all areas of town. The 
following streets were resurfaced: Baxter, Highland, Pleasant 
(Duck Hill to Vt, Juvenile Mfg, 3 ,Thral 1 (Sheldon to Pleasant), 
High, Franklin, Marble, Smith, Brown, Blanchard, Mead, Tower and 
Dewey Lane, Nearly 70S of the streets have been resurfaced in the 
past four years. However, some of the worst problems remain. The 
entire length of Whipple Hollow Road from Route 4 -A north to 
the Pitts ford Town Line is in dire need of repair and rebuilding. 

We began some improvements in 1937 by doing some extensive 
ditching. In 1988 we plan to continue ditching and drainage 
work and hope that at least a short section can be brought up 
to standard for resurfacing. There are other problems increasing- 
ly demanding attention. Perhaps the most evident is the deterior- 
ation of storm drains. The town has a fairly extensive network 
of storm drains all of which are in need of repair and replace- 
ment. We are planning to begin a capital planning/budgeting 
process in 1988 which will begin to help us focus on all the 
capital needs of the town and determine our options for meeting 
those needs in a rational manner. Our complement of trucks and 
equipment has improved with the purchase of a 1987 International 
Dump Truck to replace the 1976 International that was becoming 
a real drain on maintenance funds. Our road crew of Foreman 
Bernie Rogers, Frank Finamore and Chuck La Fountain continue to 
work hard under adverse conditions to keep our roads in the best 
possible condition.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 

Daemon, Inc, purchased their building in the Industrial Park 
at the end of October. This closing makes Daamen a taxpayer 
in the Town of West Rutland and enables the Town to begin 
establishing a revolving loan fund to assist future industrial 
prospects. A major goal for 1988 will be to restructure the 
relationship of the Town to the West Rutland Development Corp- 
oration so that we might better respond to inquiries as to 
property availability and services. Additionally the Town has 
joined with Rutland City f Rutland Town and the Town of Clarendon 
in a planning grant application. This application was funded 
in November and will result in the development of an industrial 
development needs assessment and inventory; development and 
adoption of a regional industrial development strategy and action 
plan and design and adoption of an intermunicipal industrial 
development "Memorandum of Understanding". This planning effort 
will be managed by the Rutland Industrial Development Corp. 
(RIDC>* Residents who are interested in the future of industrial 
development are encouraged to contact either the Town Manager or 
any member of the board of Selectmen, 

TOWN HALL 


With funds budgeted in 1987 and the assistance of a small grant 
from the state division for Historic Preservation we were able to 
complete roof repairs on the Town Hall during the fall. The work 
was dons by Vermont Roofing and consisted of replacement of all 
the valleys and ridges and replacement of nearly 400 broken or 
missing slate. Additionally the front portico roof was covered 
with a rubber membrane stopping the severe leaks that had been 
deteriorating the masonry for many years* The brick was removed 
and reinstalled over the porch lintel. Stopping leaks was a 
first step in what needs to be a long term program of repair and 
restoration, A worthy goal would be to return the building 
including its beautiful stage and auditorium to full use, Evie 
Bania is to be thanked for her Valentine display that gained 
international recognition. Also, for the second year in a row, 
the Centennial Committee has provided funds, labor and ideas for 
the Christmas decoration of the Town Hall, The community Christ- 
mas Tree is fast becoming a restored West Rutland tradition.

An estimated 300 people turned out for the lighting of the tree 
and the arrival of Santa Claus on December 5- The 1985 budget 
anticipates major repairs on the building's chimney and hopefully 
some painting of the trim. 

PLANNING ZONING SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS 


The Planning Commission worked hard during 1987 to redraft the 
West Rutland Town Plan, revise zoning regulations and develop new 
sub-division regulations. A new Town Plan was adopted in late 1987 
after required hearings by both the Planning Commission and the 
Board of Selectmen. As West Rutland continues to grow and be 
recognized as a good place to grow and do business it is essential 
that the town have a strong, workable set of by- laws to properly 
manage development. 

SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 


Solid Waste has moved to the forefront of state and municipal 
concern in 1987* The 1987 legislature passed sweeping legislation 
that ultimately will affect every Vermonter, Methods for trash 
disposal will change and the producer of the trash will be 
required to bear the cost of Its disposal. West Rutland, as a 
member town of the Rutland County Solid Waste District, had 
anticipated that its garbage would be delivered to the VICON 
Resource Recovery Facility in Rutland before the end of 1987, 

The situation and controversy surrounding that facility has been 
amply reported In the local press. The bottom line is that due 
to indecision and bureaucratic delay on the part of the State of 
Vermont, toe plant is not in full operation, electric rates have 
not been established, long term ash disposal remains a problem 
and costs continue to rise. The Solid Waste District is exploring 
every possible option that could keep the 11 tipping fee'' within 
reason. In the meantime the Board of Selectmen has decided to 
continue to operate the West Rutland landfill until these issues 
are resolved. The Board adopted a "Solid Waste Ordinance 1 ' that 
will take effect when VICON is finally commercially on line and 
the Town is required to deliver its trash to the plant. This 
ordinance requires every property owner in the Town to arrange 
for garbage pick up individually and to pay an agreed upon price 
directly to the hauler. You should anticipate that the Town 
landfill will close sometime in 1988 and plan accordingly. We 
will try to keep you informed as far in advance as possible

RUTLAND WEST NEIGHBORHOOD HOUSING SERVICES, INC. 


Rutland West has been funded for another two years by a grant from 
the Vermont Department of Development and Community Affairs. This 
funding will allow RWNHS to continue its program of offering low 
interest loans to homeowners for home improvements. More important- 
ly it will allow RWNHS to assist in the upgrade of commercial 
properties on Marble Street. A "comma re iai” committee has been 
working for several months on two projects. The first is the 
purchase of the PIFKO block which will be rehabilitated into 
commercial and apartment space * The second project involves com- 
mitment by a bank to establish a branch office on Marble Street, 
Originally the "bank project” was conceived as a combination 
project with proposed expansion of the Post Office. The Post 
Office expansion has since been deferred by a congress bent on 
reducing the federal deficit. The state has authorized use of a 
$100,000 Rural Development Action Grant, originally targeted for 
Veritech Inc,, for commercial redevelopment on Marble Street. 

The money will be loaned, recouped and re loaned for commercial 
development projects that will benefit the community. 

WASTEWATER TREATMENT AWARDS 


The West Rutland Wastewater Treatment Facility is 18 years old 
in 1988. The plant and its pump stations had deteriorated to the 
point where it was difficult, if not impossible, to comply with 
discharged permit requirements. Over the past three years, 
significant progress has been made to correct deficiences and 
improve performance. In late 1986 we were fortunate to employ 
a new Chief Operator and a new Assistant Operator, who, during 
the course of 1987 have elevated the performance of the plant to 
its current status as an award winner, Wayne Tracey, Chief 
Operator and his Assistant, Ed Tracey began with no experience, 
training or certification. They are both now certified and in 
October received Second Place Award for Plant Excellence from the 
Green Mountain Water Pollution Control Association, This 
competition was with much newer plants (including Rutland’s 
brand new plant which received third place). In December the 
operators were notified that they had won the Operation and 
Maintenance Excellence Award for the Environmental Protection 
Agency Region 1 (all New England States / 500 + Plants), The 
award will be presented in Boston in late January 1988,

This award automatically enters the plant in competition for the 
National ERA Plant Excellence Award* We are proud of this dramatic 
turnaround and applaud the efforts of Wayne and Ed, 

RECREATION PLAYSCHOOL 

In the spring, the Board approved a proposal to establish a 
" Playschool M for three, four and five year olds as part of the 
Town recreation program. This program began in the fall. It 
meets in the community room of the West Rutland Library and is 
directed by Kathy Sudd, Although, sponsored by the town, the pro- 
gram is entirely self supported through tuition payments by the 
parents of children in attendance. 

In spite of uncooperative weather, 1987 was a year of visible 
and measurable progress for the Town of West Rutland, We invite 
you to actively participate in our efforts to make West Rutland 
grow and prosper*

During 1987, our Constabulary continued to grow and provide 
many police services to the Town of West Rutland.

The town has purchased a new Motorola radio and a used set of 
blue lights to equip Constable Norton. Three new batteries were 
also purchased in order to keep additional radios serviceable. 

During 1988, we will be revising the town traffic ordinance. 

This is required due to the fact that the State of Vermont now 
mandates that town ordinances cannot duplicate state laws. 

During our research, we have discovered that many of our town 
ordinances fall into this category. Parking violations will 
also soon be ticketed through a town traffic ticket rather than 
Uniform Traffic Tickets, This new system will be detailed 
further when the town ordinances are revised. 

We would like to express appreciation to Town Manager Bill 
Finger and our Board of Selectmen for their cooperation in the 
many police matters that come up during the year. Also, thanks 
to the Vermont State Police, Rutland City Police Department 
and local police from nearby towns for their assistance at 
various times.

One important item* relating to Zoning Administration which was 
passed by the Selectmen this year was a new Zoning Permit fee 
structure* It is important to remember that a zoning permit 
is needed before any new construction can begin-inciud ing 
additions such as decks* porches, sheds etc. Anyone beginning 
construction without a permit in hand is now subject to a 
penalty equal to double the normal zoning permit fee. 

Since my position in West Rutland is part-time and I have a full 
time job elsewhere, my office hours are all weeknights except 
Tuesdays, from 3:30 to approximately 8:30, Copies of the 
Zoning bylaws are available at the Town Hall Monday through 
Friday 8:00 to 4:30. 

An important project which I am working on for this coming 
year is a draft of our new Zoning By-laws which the Planning 
Commission hopes to put before the voters some time this year, 

I urge anyone who is interested to come to the Planning 
Commission work sessions and the public hearings so that these 
new regulations can be tailored to reflect the broadest con- 
sensus possible.

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WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 


We are pleased to report that 1987 was productive and rewarding for 
the staff of the West Rutland Wastewater Treatment Plant, Both 
operators successfully completed several training courses and passed 
certification exams. 

Our first emphasis during the year was to continue pump and equipment 
rehabilitation begun in 1986, Preventive maintenance schedules have 
been established for all equipment. Detailed maintenance records 
nave been designed. These records log all maintenance procedures 
and major replacement purchases. In 1988 we will develop a long 
range maintenance and replacement schedule. We have installed 
all the major components necessary for dechlorination with Sulfur 
Dioxide which will be required as of July 1, 1988, Doing this 
project "in-house" has saved nearly $4*000 in anticipated instal- 
lation costs. 

We also put a great deal of emphasis on improvement of our 
laboratory and our lab procedures. The state provided a significant 
amount of on-site training. We are now running most of our own lab 
tests including the fecal coliform test. This will save additional 
dollars in private lab fees. We have fine tuned the treatment 
process to the point where solids removal now routinely exceeds 
93 % and has been as high as 99 %, 

Some very visible improvements were made at the plant. We moved a 
small garage, formerly owned by Sid Jasmin* to the plant to be 
used as a garage and equipment maintenance shop, A new roof was 
put on and an overhead door installed. In 1988 the project should 
be completed so the shop can be used. We cleared the entire perimeter 
of the plant fence of brush and trees. The 15' swath will prevent 
damage to the fence and provide a significantly better appearance. 

The exposed concrete on the two aeration tanks was sealed with 
concrete sealer and steel catwalks and support structures were 
painted. All valve covers have been painted and correctly labeled. 

We abandoned electric heat and installed an efficient propane 
heating system. One hundred aeration diffusers were replaced pro- 
vide g a higher dissolved oxygen level with less blower time. This 
has improved the process and will save electricity. Two clarifier 
drives were replaced and one blower motor was replaced by a high 
efficiency model. The remaining two blower motors will be replaced 
in 1988. 
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WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 


Our plans for 1988 include establishing a sewer line cleaning 
and flushing program* Much of the work we will be able to do 
ourselves with the nodding machine purchased in 1987 and the 
f lusher purchased- in L986 which is nearly fully refurbished* 

We will be purchasing two "spare" motors for pump stations* 

This will enable maintenance to take place out of the stations 
without jeopardizing continuous service* We will be rebuilding 
our sludge drying beds and improving our sludge management and 
disposal procedures* 

Our efforts have been well rewarded l We are proud to report 
that we have received a second place Plant Excellence Award 
from the Green Mountain Water Pollution Control Association 
and the Operations and Maintenance Excellence Award from 
the EPA Region 1. This places us in contention for a national 
EPA excellence award in the Fall of 1988 ! 

We thank you for your support during 1987 and intend to continue 
our concentration on maintenance so that the town's investment 
in the Wastewater Treatment Plant will be protected*

The Kindergarten combined with Transitional 1st grade 
was selected as a model program by the Vermont Department of 
Education, The Primary Unit teachers were trained in the 
I B MVs Writing to Read; Gesell Developmental Testing; and 
Early Prevention of School Failure, 

The Elementary grades J through 5 are in reading and math 
programs that promote student growth through small group 
interaction. 

The Middle School grades 6 through 3 are multi aged 
grouped in homerooms to instill a spirit of cooperation and 
cohesiveness necessary to help students make the transition 
from being a child to adolescence to that of young adult. 
Teachers work as a team to effectively plan so as to maximize 
student growth and achievement. 

Graduation requirements are higher than ever before. 
Currently, the pupils will need 20 credits to graduate and 
22 credits are mandated for the graduate of 1989. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL APPROVAL and NEW ENGLAND 
ASSOCIATION OF SCHOOLS and COLLEGES APPROVAL 


Each school in Vermont is to be evaluated by the State 
Department of Education and assessed according to the new school 
standards. The N.E, Assoc, of Schools and Colleges look to 
have schools become accredited and accepted for all colleges 
in the United States, The West Rutland School District is going 
through both processes simultaneously, 

A visiting team composed of teachers, administrators 
and members of the public will spend three days at the school 
for an on-site visit in March* 1988, The group will determine 
whether or not the school meets the standard criteria. The 
visitors will examine curriculum, student performance, observe 
classes and interview any and all school personnel. They will 
also examine the school facilities for compliance with state 
laws. The process from beginning to end is a long and involved 
undertaking which requires a collaboration of hard and ex- 
tensive work from the faculty, students, parents and school 
board. The end results should bring about a more effective 
school for West Rutland's most valuable asset - its children.

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SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The 1988 Legislative Session may go down in history as the 
session which finally addressed the issue of state support for 
mandated special education programs in Vermont. After years of 
steadily eroding state funds and corresponding increases in the 
local share of these costs, Governor Kunin appointed a Special 
Commission to study Special Education Services in the state. 
After compiling huge amounts of data and listening to over 30 
hours of public testimony, the Commission concluded that: 

-There are currently unserved and underserved students 
who qualify for special education. 

-The state currently has no plan to deal with unplanned 
emergency needs which frequently arise and which have resulted 
in fiscal deficits in state special education funds for the 
past two years. 

-State Special Education costs between 1982 and 1988 
increased 59$ compared to an overall increase of 152$ for 
general education aid. 

-The present state funding system lacks predictability 
and equity. 

The funding Commission has proposed a series of 
recommendations designed to correct these problems including 
a revised funding system which ensures equitable, predictable, 
and adequate funding for Special Education services for 
Vermont's students with handicaps.

At the local program level. West Rutland's Essential 
Early Education services are currently available for pre-school 
aged children with handicaps from birth to age five; information 
about this program can be obtained by calling the Essential 
Early Education Director at 775-7319* A second full-time 
special education teacher has increased the level of services 
which we are able to provide to our students* Olga Robinson 
moved from halftime to a fulltime teacher. 

The West Rutland School District has had a long standing 
committment to serving students with handicaps in our 
mainstream* This committment is in keeping with the spirit and 
the letter of State and federal Special Education laws.

Rutland West NHS carried neighborhood revitalization 
activities forward on several fronts in 1987. 

The Neighborhood Committee met on a regular basis, not 
only to track projects but to address the challenge of Marble 
St, Several factors have contributed to a new sense of optimism. 
The Upper Castleton River Drainage Project ("the big ditch") 
was certainly a highly visible project last summer; many basements 
that used to have standing water are now dry. The NHS encouraged 
the formation of a business association; Debbie Higgins , the 
new president of that group also serves on the Rutland West 
board of directors. 

Based upon Rutland West's commitment to purchase a 
building on Marble St. and the possibility of a bank moving to 
the target area, Neighborhood Reinvestment awarded a $15, 000 , 00 
grant for commercial revi tal izat ion work in 1988, The West 
Rutland Commercial Task Force was created at the end of 1987 
and has been meeting every other Friday morning in the Town 
Hall at 8:00 AM, 

Thanks to a donation from Carteret Savings Bank, the 
PIFKO BLOCK was purchased for $7*500,00 by Rutland West NHS in 
December, 

Working out of their office in the Town Hall, NHS staff 
took 15 new requests for service from West Rutland residents 
resulting in 8 building inspections, 12 loan and/or construction 
counseling services, 3 project referrals, and one NHS loan 
and construction project. In addition, NHS staff closed out two 
loan and construction projects begun in 1986 and provided 
ongoing construction and financial counseling to two families 
on Marble St. Since NHS revolving loan funds became available 
in the Spring of 1986, West Rutland has utilized $30,250.00 on 
four projects affecting five units of housing.

During Regional *s fourth fiscal year the service responded to 
3239 calls, an increase of 4T2 calls over the previous year* 

There has been an increased demand for our services each year

Although the budget for 1987-1988 has Increased substantially 
due to inflation and soaring Insurance costs the assessments for 
the member communities did not increase.

Construction of the Vicon facility continued throughout 1987 
with construction and testing completed in December. The 
performance tests were very encouraging, with electricity 
production being well above the guarantee point which results 
in additional District benefits. 

The uncertainties that were evident in 1986 were even more so 
in 1987 with the P5B Certificate of Public Good and the elec- 
tricity rate being challenged by various local and regional 
environmental groups. In addition Vicon faced significant 
local opposition over the residue landfill to be located 
in Sunderland, Vermont, 

Increased costs due to additional pollution control equipment 
and additional project development costs to pursue the revised 
permits resulted in a cost overrun of approximately 12,5 
million dollars. The District revised its contract with Vicon 
to accept the additional costs in exchange for increased 
guaranteed production levels and revenue sharing, 

A new state law was passed in 1987 providing grants for 
regional recycling projects. In response to that initiative 
the District hired an Assistant Manager to prepare and 
implement a regional recycling program* 1988 should see 
a number of recycling programs implemented which will improve 
the economic and environmental viability of the Vicon 
facility.
